Anatomy Classes Dissect Cats 
As One Of Semester Projects

“Who killed my pet cat?” shrieked student Ann Disco when she 
reported for a Zoology 35 lab period recently and found ten deceased 


cats laid out on a table. One of the 

None of the cats are hers, how- 
ever, having all been obtained 
from the city dog pound for dis- 
section and study in the Zoology 
35 Introductory Human Anatomy 
course. The cats were all unclaim- 
ed strays, and had met death in 
the dog pound cyanide chamber 
before being acquired by the SAC 
science department. 

According to Henri Joseph Lir- 
ette, Zoology 385 instructor, the 
dissection of the cats is an im- 
portant highlight in the human 
anatomy course. Comparative 
studies of bones, muscles, and or- 
gans are made between dissection 
results and previous studie of the 
human body structure. 

Working with a cat for each pair 
of students, all class members 
were able to overcome their 
squeamishness and begin dissect- 
ing by the end of the lab period, 
according to  Lirette. Football 
player and novice dissestionist 
Louis Armendariz appeared par- 
ticularly adept, wielding scalpel, 
tweezers in al almost professional 
manner. 

The cats have now been skinned, 
and marking off of muscle groups 
has been started, the students be- 
ing guided by observations of al- 
ready prepared specimens. While 


preparing a skeleton cat as a 
special project, students Doris 
Milbrat and Ronald _ Lovelady 


found the odor of a cooking cat 
quite pleasant, and similar to that 
of rabbit. 

The cats are preserved between 
periods in tanks of chemicals.

Exactly five plays later Car- 
michael, with the aid of his left 
arm and some beautiful blocking 
from his teammates, tore up the 
turf for 65 yards to score stand- 
ing up. 

Score From One 

Two plays after the second 
stanza opened, the Dons were with- 
in one yard of pay dirt again as 
the result of a 19 yard pass from 
Willsey to Bob Patterson. After 
Bob Reid picked up two yards 
from the three, Willsey on a quar- 
terback sneak scored.
